LENNON 
REVEALED 
AS PYRO 


In an orgy of death sriprecedented | in campus history, 
43 members of the Getaway staff took their lives on Monday 
afternoon. 

Investigation by city police has revealed that the mass 
suicide was ordered by editor-in-chief Loreen Lennon, 
around whom some kind of religious cult appears to have 
developed. 

Although complete details were not available at press 

time, the ghastly ritual of death has apparently blown the lid 
off a scandal sordid enough to shock even the most 
hardened observers of the campus scene. 
At a hastily called Tuesday morning press conference 
police officials revealed that they have known for some time 
that Lennon, who lived in Pembina Hall, was the cause of 
the recent fires and bomb threats there. 

“She was the Pembina Pyromaniac all right, ” said city 
police lieutenant Archibald Macduff. 

“We found that out last week when we stumbled on ten 
cans of kerosene and piles of rags and matches in her room 
during a building search,” he added. 

That’s not all police officials discovered.

Now they are demanding total student 
control of classroom activities and an end to exams and instructor 
evaluation. 

“We believe it is elitist to have some people judging other 
people,” said grade four activist Spunky Hoffman. “Kids should 
have the option of coming to class or staying home, and all grades 
should be self-assigned.” 

“We're doing our best to convince students that we mean to be 
fair,” said principal Gordon House. 

“I only hope that they'll give us one more chance.”

“We found a copy ot her 
diary,” Macduff said.“I couldn’t 
believe it. 1 thought college kids 
were decent, respectable citizens. 
Those people were obviously a 
bunch of bloody perverts.” 

When pressed for details 
Macduff would only add: 

“For Christ’s sake man. She 
surrounded herself with a gigan- 
tic all male editorial staff. You 
figure it out!” 

Monday’s general _ staff 
meeting was called when Lennon 
discovered the police were hot on 
her trail, according to Getaway 
photographer Jim Connell, a 
second year engineering student, 
who is the only survivor of the 
Lennonderry massacre. 

“] hid inside one of the filing 
cabinets and watched it all,” said 
an obviously shaken Connell, 
who is being held in protective 
custody by police officials. 

“It was horrible,” said Con- 
nell. “She made them drink 
some terrible poison, and then 
she stood there laughing and 
cackling like a witch. I closed my 
eyes and didn’t move until the 
police arrived.” 

A police spokesman 
revealed last night that Lennon’s 
body has not yet been dis- 
covered. Apparently the greatest 
(wo)manhunt in recent history is 
being organized in a desperate 
attempt to track down _ the 
escaped cult queen. 

One of the first to comment 
on the disaster was the man who 
discovered the bodies, Mike 
Esler of the ski club. 

“Wow, that cult stuff is just 
unbelievable,” said Esler. 

“I thought those guys were a 
bunch of tight-ass intellectuals. I 
guess I underestimated. them. 
Shit, they weren’t even drunk.” 

Student Union president 
Cheryl Hume, at one time a close 
friend of Lennon, called a press 
‘conference on Tuesday morning 


and issues the following state- - 


ment: 

“T’m sure I speak for the 
entire study body when I say that 
I'm horrified by this shocking 
spectacle. However, we must not 
lose sight of the concrete factors 
and material conditions which 
produced this tragedy. Like all of 
us the Getaway staff were under 
a great deal of pressure, both in 
classes and working on the 
paper. I know that many of them 
were distraught over the fact that 
they had not received their 
student loans yet. Most impor- 

-tant was the effect of government 


‘| cutbacks in education. I believe 


this is the primary reason why 
the Getaway staff sacrificed 
themselves, and I _ therefore 
demand on behalf of all students 
that the government change the 
name of the legislative building 
to the Gateway House, in honor 
of their memory.” 


An emergency meeting of 


the Students’ Union 
Publications Board was held 
Tuesday night to select a 


Getaway editor for the second 
term. 

The unexpected mass 
suicide of the Getaway staff and 
the mysterious disappearance of 
former editor and cult leader 
Loreen Lennon necessitated the 
meeting. 

Among those applying for 
the position were VP Academic 
Mike Ekelund, long-time CUP- 
py Nick Smirnow, and perennial 
contributor John Savard. 

After lengthy deliberation, 
the final decision was announced 
at 11 p.m.

It appears that a writing test 
will be administered to a select 
group of Arts professors next 
September.

campus. 

Although Hoffa isn’t: talk- 
ing, solidarity is strong among 
the members of the association; 


| they are expected to remain firm 


in their demands. Bargaining 
officials of the university said 


their compromise offers have so 
far been met with “an icy stare.” 

Like that other bunch of 
stiffs, the postal workers, the 
cadavers are concentrating on 
working conditions rather than 
wages in the so far one-sided 
negotiations. 

Most important of their 
demands is that they not be 
forced to work in all areas of 
student training. They are un- 
satisfied with the system that 
now allows them to be used one 
day by a med student studying 
open heart surgery, the next bya 
dental student and possibly 
another by a researcher studying 
neurology. 


Another demand is that 
cadavers no longer be cut open, 
prodded around, exposed naked, 
or generally “treated like a piece 
of meat”. The cadavers agree 
that if they are to be studied, then 
they should be studied as in- 
dividuals and not mere objects. 

Similar to that but with 
more sinister implications is the 
cadavers demand for protection 
against sexual assault. Late at 
night, when no one else is in the 
lab, many cadavers are practical- 
ly defenseless against attacks 
from students, janitors or just 
someone recruiting extras for the 
med show. 

Lesser 


demands include 


recreational facilities, a retire- 
ment plan, and medical and 
dental plans. They also want the 
department to become a closed 
shop. The department is against 
this, as it would then be impossi- 
ble. to hire students as summer 
replacements. 

The Revolutionary 
Workers League will hold a rally 
in support of the cadavers’ right 
to unionize. Alison Thomson of 
the RWL said, “Refusing their 
right to unionise would just be 
another example of life-ist dis- 
crimination.” She denounced the 
recent Gateway mass suicide asa 
reactionary right wing display of 
strikebreaking.

Jungle believes lusty life important 


Chancellor more 
than a woman 


Jean Jungle was formally installed as chancellor of the 
university at the U of A fall convocation ceremonies. 


The Getaway interviewed 
Monday. 


The recently appointed 
Chancellor of the University of 
Alberta, Jean Jungle, is a doer 
who does what it takes to get 
what she wants. Her newly 
decorated office in Athabasca 
Hall reflects her personality. The 
lush shag carpeting, the sump- 
tuous leather furniture, the well- 
stocked bar, the personally 
autographed photographs of 
Arnold Swarzennegger and 
Muhammed Ali all contribute to 
the impression of inordinate 
luxury and wealth. Jean Jungle is 
a blunt person — the official 
portrait of her in the blue and 
silver vice-chancellor’s robe is 
hung in the middle of the wall, 
right above her desk. Ms Jungle 
divulges what may be interesting 
information to students — she 
has U of A president Harry 
Gunning write her speeches in 
the morning, between five and 
seven ... 

Jean Jungle admits this isn’t 
the only position that she’s held 
where she has been the first 
female. “My parents wanted me 
to be a nurse,” she says while 
flicking the ashes from her cigar, 
“but I wasn’t interested in any of 
that chicken-shit crap.” She 
flunked out of school at age 
sixteen and, after living on 
welfare for a while, got a job.

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Was Turtle really 


This document was found in the desk of Arts Editor for 
the paper. It was dated October 29, 1978, a few weeks 
before the mass suicide. Its authorship is unknown. 


Members of the Gateway Arts staff are in- 
vestigating the possibility that Arts Editor Gordon 


Turtle committed suicide on or about September 17 
this year and that a Turtle look-alike has assumed his 
role at the paper. 

Michaleen Marte, Gateway staffer and chairper- 
son of the JS Gordon Turtle Dead? Committee, has 
discovered a number of facts and artifacts that make 
Turtle’s death “more than a rumour.” 

“There are too many clues to his death to make it 
all a big coincidence,” she said ina telephone interview 
yesterday. “He was extremely upset in September over 
the death of Sandy Denny and Dylan’s poor showing 


on Street Legal. It’s very possible that he saw no> 


purpose in continuing his life.” 

Ms. Marte’s clues are numerous. Most significant 
are the two photos that were found in Turtle’s desk. 
Photo A, to be used for the cover of Turtle’s upcoming 
book, Here Comes The Sun (the story of Edmonton’s 
second daily newspaper), contains many symbols of 
death. 

“Note how Turtle is backwards in the photo, 
whereas the other staffers are facing the camera,” 
Marte pointed out. “Also puzzling is the fact that 
Turtle is carrying a coffee pot, which is the Brazilian 
symbol of death.” 

In Photo B, Turtle is bare-footed, a Spanish 
symbol of death. Present, again, is the ominous symbol 
of the coffee pot. .- 

If Turtle is dead, who has been the Arts Editor 
recently? A check with Alberta Vital Statistics 
proves that Turtle did not have a twin brother, so who 
ever the replacement is, it’s likely he’s had plastic 
surgery. However, Gateway staffers have noticed a 
marked change in the personality of the Arts Editor. 

Associate Arts Editor Lucinda Chodan has.a lot 
to say about the supposed replacement. “So 
many people all told me that Gordon was a 
pretentious, narrow-minded, ignorant, pseudo- 
intellectual, childish, haughty, untalented and boring 
sentimentalist,” says Chodan. “But this is not true of

the editor I’ve been working with over the last few 
weeks. Whoever he is, this editor is not boring. Well, 
not all of the time anyway.” 

Chodan went on. “Early in September, I heard 
Gordon muttering the words ‘die young’ around the 
office. At first 1 thought he was talking about his 
friend, Diane Young, but now I’m not so sure ...” 

The current Arts Editor, who may or may not be 
Gordon Turtle, has vehemently denied all of the death 
rumours. He has, however, refused any further 
comment. 

Meanwhile, Ms. Marte continues her search for 
the truth. “I really couldn’t give a good goddamn if he’s 
alive or dead,” says Marte. What drives her on in her 
quest is the desire to find out if she is right in her theory.

Ms. Austen and the Modes have brought us new 
levels of compleat musicianship for which we must be 
exceeding grateful. Their last album, Uhh! Uhh! Baby 


_ oh Baby — oooaaahhh! Nannannhhh! which subtly 


articulated the entire problem of Self-Identity and 
Otherness in our time was such an achievement that 
one expected them to rest upon what Ms. Austen, with 
sniggering modesty and childishly lewd gestures, 
amusingly (if raspingly) refers to as “our laurels”. But 
no — back in the electronic and heavily metalled studio 
they have gone — to evoke Monteverdian plangencies 
hardly dreamt of. 

The Modes’ first album, Palsied Punque, was a 
moving and well-deserved homage to Meretricia 
Punque, the legendary ’30s shouter and hoyden after 
whom the current ‘punque-rock’ movement is named. 
Even there, Ms. Austen’s floating pianissimos and 
impeccable enunciation (or, as she winningly opines, 
“dick-shun, biggun!”) in several European languages 
(as well as one yet unidentified) made me and my 
coterie realize a diva of major proportions had 
appeared in our midst — like Venus in Botticelli’s 
glorious Rendissance dream. 

On the sublime new disc, the second track “Gotta 
gotta” goes one step beyone “Uhh! Uhh! Baby...” in 
restating and restoring those urgent motor rhythms of 
Stravinsky’s revered Le Sacre du Printemps (1913), 
‘which must ever be the basis of an incantatory 
ritualistic music for our generation. Austen’s inspired 
use of castenets, tam-tam and whip in “Belt yo’ mama! 
Unnnggggrhh!!”, which begins (in the manner of 
Artaud and Arrabal) as a bestial, highly distasteful 
evocation of human relationships at their tragic nadir 
— slowly, awesomely turns into a strict passacaglia in 
intricate reference to Purcell’s music for King Arthur. 
Thus Ms. Austen, with additional. glimmers of 
Benjamin Britten’s Purcell Variations (1946), remains 
beautifully true to her English heritage. Indeed, even 
the vinyl of her new record is the color of withered, 
slightly bruised leather. 

Now that Mr.’ Vicious has shallowly permitted 
Life to break cruelly in upon his Art, and Mr. Richards 
devotes his time to music of benefit primarily to 
himself, Janey Austen alone carries the banner of a 
truly civilized musical form in a world obsessed with 
fads, junk and hallucinations.

She wanned it coz her husband wuz a weep ass 
who didn’t know nuthin about makin it with her — 
that’s the real crime if you ask me. 

Irma: But that wasn’t the true account of the two 
crimes — it was probably the woodcutter’s (Wally 
McSween) version which was closest to the truth. 

Faust: Irma’s right. In the versions of the people 
involved in the crime, each narrator paints himself or 
herself as the hero. In truth they’re all just chickenshits. 

(An interruption. XX and XY, obviously actor 
types, join the table since the Intermission is filling up 
with theater goers and the cast of Rashomon). 

XX: (flicking the ash from her Contessa cigarette) 
I take it you liked the show. 

Irma: Yes, it was well done. It was well directed 
and I think Kerrie Keene, Graeme Campbell and 
Richard Gishler did a marvelous job of acting. Didn’t 
you like it?” 

XX: Are you a reviewer?... Well we thought it was 
sterile — it lacked uh...uh...what’s the word I’m 
looking for dear? : 

XY: Zing? 

XX: Zing. Yes, that'll have to do. No, we didn’t 
like it. But you're entitled to your own opinions, I 
guess. : 

Elmgrin: I didn’ like it neither — too much goin on 
at the same time, gets confusing (Elmgrin passes out).

Violence gets space 


A new club has been formed on campus. 

VP Internal Kaysi Eastlick announced at 
Tuesday’s student council meeting that the Violent 
Solipsists Organization (VSO) has acquired club status 
le will be sharing a second floor office with the ski 
club. 

Solipsism is basically the philosophical position 
that nothing else exists but oneself. It is possible 
however for solopsists to live relatively normal lives as 
long as they concede that other human beings exist at 
least as figments of their imagination, and go on 
pretending to-interact with them.

First of its kind in North America 


Government funds new department 


The. University of Alberta 
has announced the creation of a 
Department of Reactionary 
Studies, first of its kind in North 
America. The future Chairman 
of the new department, cabinet 
minister B. Blowhole, is sure it 
will offer U of A students the sort 
of education they have been 
wanting for some time. 

Due to a special arrange- 
ment between the Board of 
Governors and the province, 
funding will come directly from 
the Government. Mr. Blowhole 
says “the Premier himself thinks 
the new program is a wonderful 
thing for the province, and he 
hopes it will draw the university 
away from its present ivory 
tower, pie-in-the-sky socialist, 
head-in-the-clouds approach to 
education.”

In this 
area a total of six stills produced 


more than an estimated $1,000,- 
000.00 of alcohol (resale value) 
over the prescribed production

This was accomplished 
by increasing production during 
the night when only a skeleton 
maintenance crew was on hand, 
and the extra spirits were stored 


in different parts of the building 
in 45 gallon drums marked as 
other chemicals. This pure 
alcohol was then cut, rebottled 
into liter bottles, shipped and

This bootlegging operation 
was tracked down by the lawina 
combined effort of the local 
constables and RCMP forces 
over a six month period. The 
investigation ended with Satur- 
day’s raid by the revenooers on 
the operation via two emergency 
exits which connected to the 
newer part of the building with 
the stills by fire ladders from the 
roof of the older section of the 
building. Using these routes, the 
officers were able to gain entry 
into the building and surprise the 
skeleton production crew as it

The authorities then 
proceeded with a building search 
which turned up over 450 gallons 
of uncut pure alcohol which was 
waiting to be repackaged for 
resale.
